tin's was dono in 
kilns,

an improved roaster. 
It is mado 
of heavy 
boiler 
plato, 
is about 
eight foot 
in diameter, and 
is so 
arranged inside that, as tho

revolves the

uniform.

annoying, and to overcome tho dil- - 
ficulty, a fluo eight 
feet in diamo- - 
tor was laid, running up tho moun- 
tain C50 feet. 
This connects with 
tho furnaces, 
so that the 
disagreo- - 
ablc smoke is discharged near 
tho 
mountain top, and in this anothor 
advantage is gained. 
Jims or pits 
aro formed in 
these 
flues, 
whore 
largo quantities of fluo dust accum 
ulate. This is gathored and mould 
ed into bricks, spread 
out 
in the 
yard to dry, and again run through 
tho furnaces. A small engine and a 
flat car is used to carv off tho slag

canyon obtained a

water, to this was attached a pump 
and engine,

hill, at an

115 feet 
above tho well 
the3' 
placed

gallons each.

About three miles of pipe has been

financial health of many.
